«© your Determinations, whatever they ſhall be, and to turn 


* them to the Prejudice of this Kingdom. It muſt there- 
fore be thought moſt ſafe and prudent, th PT:

but have fatally experienced the contrary Effects; the clan- 
deſtine Importation of Tea being greatly increaſed, to the 
Damage of the publick Revenue, and Rum of the fair 
Trader, occaſioned by the great Difference of the Value of 
that Commodi y at this and foreign Markets, whereby the 
Smugglers are enabled to purchaſe it Abroad for leſs than 
half the Daty paid here : That the Regulations which the 
Petitioners are laid under, are moit burthenſome and grie- 
vous, their Houſes being liable to be entered by Perſons un- 


known to them, and their Properties ſubjected to the judi- 


cial Determination of Commiſſioners: I hat the Petitioners 
are liable to ſevere Penalties for Errors and Omiſſions abſo- 
lutely unavoidable, and reſtrained from diſpoſing of their 
Goods, after having paid, Duty for tlie ſame, without Per- 
mits from the Officer of the Inland Duties, exprefimg the 
Names and Places of Abode of the reſpective Buyers and 
Sellers, expoſing thereby the Extent and Circumitances of 
their 'I'rade ; whereby the Petitioners conceived they were 
in a worſe Condition than any other of his Majeſty's Sub- 


jects, and therefore praying the Houſe to take the Premiſſes

As this Petition is the ſame with that preſented to this 


Houſe laſt Seffion, I need not take up much of your Time 


in opening it to the Houſe. The Petitioners apprehend they 
labour under very great Grievances, by their being ſubje to 


Seſſion of Parliament, thought it unreaſonable to ſubject ſome 


other Sorts of Traders and Dealers to thoſe oppreſſive Laws, 
the Petitioners think they have Reaſon from thence to con- 
clude, that this Houſe will be ready to relieve them from 
thoſe Burdens. 

The chief Objection made to the Petition laſt Year was, 
that it was ſigned only by a few, and thoſe not the moſt

the Commodity he deals in, to fell fo cheap as the Smuggler

far leis for ſuch an extraordinary Remedy, as is propoſed by 
the Bill now before us, for which Reaſon I am againſt coin- 
mitting it.

I was, indeed, ſurrpiſ- 
ed, to hear the worthy Gentleman, who ſpoke laſt, ſay that 
he thought it the mott extraordinary and unreaſonable Bill 
he hid ever ſeen brought into this Houſe ; for if the Gen- 
tem:in will look into our Journals, he will ſee that this very 
Bill has been often brought in, and has almoit always been 
paſſed in this Houte 3 and I am ſure, if ever it was thought 
reaſonable by this Houſe, it muſt now be thought much 
more ſo, when the Number of Placemen is much greater in 
this Houte than it was ever heretofore. The worthy Gentle- 


man has likewiſe told us, that he thinks the Bill unjuſt, both 


with reſpect to the Crown, the People, and the Gentlemen 
who have the Honour to be employed by the Crown ; as to 
which, I ſhall take Natice in general, that, by the ſame 
Method of reaſoning, he may pretend to ſhew us, that all 
the Laws th''t were ever made for regulating Elections were 
unjuil, and were Encroachments upon the Rights of the Peo- 
ple.

Choice of their Repreſentatives, ſeems to me very extraor- 
dinary, when we confider the Laws now in Being, by which 
the People are reſtr ined from chuſing any Gentleman for 
their Repreſentative, who is not poſſeſſed of ſuch an Eſtate. 
Surely, we my, with reſpett to Elections, without bei 
guilty of any Injaſtice, lay what Reſtraints we think 

fary for the Good of the Publick, and the Preſervation of 
our Conſtitution ; for I am ſure, that whatever is for the 
Benefit of the People, cannot be juſtly ſaid or thought to be 
injurious to the Crown. It is extraordinory to fay, that 
what is propoſed by this Bill, would be an Injuſtice done to 
thoſe, who are thereby to he made incapable ef being ele@. 
ed; for have not we already a Law, by which all the Of 
cers concerned in the Collection of the Cuſtoms or Exciſe, 


are rendered incapable of being choſen Members of Parla- 
ment? And yet I have never before heard it urged, that 


there was any Injuſtice done to thoſe Gentlemen, by e. 
cluding them from having Seats in Parliament, as long 
they are in an Office which is inconſiſtent with their bemg 
Members of this Houſe. 

I will allow that the Choice made by the Burgeſſes of a 
little Borough, or by the Freeholders of a County, if it falls 
upon an Officer, Civil or M litary, ſhews that the M-jority 
of thoſe Electore, at that Time, did not think the Office he 
then enjoyed mcompatible or inconſiſtent with his being 
their Repreſentative ; but I hope it will not be ſaid, that 
the Burgeſſes of a little Borough, or even the Freeholders 
of a County, are better Judges in this Reſpe& than the Re- 
preſentatives of the whole People of Great Britain met in 


this Houſe ; eſpecially when the Opinion of this Houſes 


approved of and confirmed by the other two Branches of 
our Leyiſliture. As to the Alternative pretended, that if 


this Bill ſhould paſs into a Law, it would render either the 


Officers, Civil and Military, contemptible, or this Houſe 
contemptible in the Eyes of the People, I cannot imagine 
how it could produce either of theſe Effects; for as to the 
Officers, Civil or Military, is it to be imagined, that a fur- 
ceſsful General or Admiral, a brave and experienced Cap- 
tain, by Sea or Land, or a Civil Officer, honeſt, expert, 
and diligent, in the Station he is in, would be contemned, 
becauſe he was not capable of being a Member of thi 
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their being excluded the Privilege of being choſen Mem- 


ders of Parliament? On the contrary, I believe, they never 


any Honour by being Members of either Houſe; and, 
believe, there are very few Officers, either Civil or Mili- 


ta, in the Kingdom, who ever gained much Honour, or 
much Repute, among the People, by their being Members 
| of either Houſe of Parliament, unleſs when their being ſuch

If it can 
be ſuppoſed, that the Hopes of getting a Place, or the Fea 
of loſing one, can influence ſome Men ſo much, as to make 
them approve of all the Meaſures of the Government, right 
or wrong; I am ſure it may be ſuppoſed, that the Paſſions of 
Revenge and Dflappointment may likewiſe influence ſome 
Men io much, as to make them find Fault where there is none, | 
and to oppoſe whatever is propoſed by the Government, | 
even when they are in their own Conſciences eonvinced | 
that what was gropoſed is right, and neceſfary for the Su- 
ner Government and Conſtitution : But for my own 

I can make no ſuch Suppoſition ; I cannot ſuppoſe, 

that the being in a Place or Employment under the Govery- | 
ment, is inconſiſtent with common Honour and Honetly ; 
nor can I ſuppoſe, that any Man would, for the fake of 
ſatisfying his Malice or Revenge, oppoſe any Thing that he 
ſaw was neceſfary for preſerving or improving the 

of his Country; and I would gladly ask thoſe Gentlemen, 
who have formerly been in Places under the Government, 
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© As the Bill appears to me to be a total Excluſion of all . ge . 
Officers, civil and military, from having Seats in this Houſe, — 
{ wou!d really adviſe thoſe Gentlemen, who now ſeem fo 
fond of it, to be a little cautious in poſſing ſuch a Bill, for 
that, which they have fo long-ftruzgled to come at, be fo 
near at H ind, as ſome People have been pleeſed to give out 
without Doors, the paſſing of ſuch a Bill may ſoon affect a 
many of themſelves. They may then, perhaps, think 
of the Bill as L now think of it; and I muſt declare, that 1 
em by no means agree to the committing of it, becauſe I 
think it impoſſible to make it a good Bill.”

I differ ſo far, in my Opinion about the Bill now before 
us, from the honourable Gentleman who ſpoke laſt, that I 
think it is not poſſible to make it a bad Bill. It is a Bill 
that has often, as was before obſerved, paſſed through this 
Houſe; and I am ſure it was never more neceffiry for ſe- 
curing the Freedom and Independency of Parliaments than 
it is at this preſent Time: I am afraid, thateven the Tranſ- 
ations of this Day may be a convincing Proof, of the great 
that there is for having ſome ſuch Bill paſſed; or 
rather that they will be a melancholy Proof of its being al- 
ready impoſſible ever to get ſuch a Bill pc fled. It is certain, 
| that the Preſervation of our Conſtitution depends upon pre- 
| ſerving a juſt Ballance bet veen the ſeveral Powers of which 
it is compoſed; for if ever the Scale ſhould be fo much 
| turned, as to overthrow and deſtroy that Ballance, our Con- 
fitution will, from that Moment, be at an End: And it is 
tertain, that the many penal Laws which have been ena&- 
ed fince the Revolution, the many Taxes that have been 
laid on and ſtill continued, and the great Number ot Officers 
that are neceſſary for the collecting of thoſe Taxes, have 
thrown a great and a dangerous Power into the Hands of 
the Crown ; ſuch a Power as, tis greatly to be feared, may 
enable the Crown to ſwallow vp the two other Branches of 
eur Legiſlature, by making them entirely dependent on the 
Crown, if ever thoſe employed by the Crown ſhould be 
wicked enough to make ſuch a cruel Uſe of the Power they 
have got into their Hands. I will not ſay, that ever ſuch a 
'3 | Uſe, or any wicked Uſe, has as yet been made of the great 
| Power which the Crown has lately acquired; but there is 


no doubt but that ſuch a Uſe may be made of it: Some fu- 
tare Miniſter may oriſe, who may make an abſolute and a. 
Mind Obedience to his Commands, both as to voting and 
peaking in either Houſe, end as *o voting at Elections for 
| of this Houſe, the only Tenure by which Gentle- 
en in Office ean hope to continue in their reſpective Ofi- 
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ment either in Church or State; and if this ſhould ever hap. 
pen to be the Caſe, I muſt leave it to every Gentleman that 
hears me to conſider, whether our Conſtitution would not 

then be in the moſt imminent Danger: Shall we then, who 
are the Guardians of the People's Liberties, neglect or re- 
fuſe to provide proper Fences, againſt that Power, which 
may, ſome time or other, be made uſe of for invading or 
breaking down all thoſe Fences, which now ſerve to protect 
ard defend the Liberties and the Properties of the People? 
We all know, that the Service of the Crown and the Ser- 
vice of the People ought always to be the ſame ; we know 
that the Crown ought never to aſk any Thing but what is 
for the Service of the People, and that the People ought 
never to refuſe what is neceſſary for the Support of the 
Crown, and for their own Defence; but we likewiſe know, 
that the Service of the Crown and the Service of the P 
have not been always the ſame ; we know that the Crown 
has ſometimes been tae People's moſt dangerous Enemy, and 
the People may, perhaps, have ſometimes refuſed what was 
ut ceſſary for the Support of the Crown, and for their own 


Defence. Whot has happened may happen again; but a 


long as the Parliament continues pure and uncorrupted, 
they will always be proper Mediators between the Crown 
and the People; whereas, if both Houſes of Parliament 


ſhould ever come to be entirely dependent on che Crown, 


and ready to follow blindly whatever Inſtructions they may 


receive from the Miniſters of the Crown, could it then be 


ſaid, that the Parliament would be proper Mediators be- 
tween the Crown and the People! Could it be expected, 
that the Parliament would ever put a Check upon the moſt 

arbitrary Deniands of the Crown ? or could it be 


that they would ever have Weight enough with the People, 


to prevail with them to comply willingly with the moſt ne- 


ceſfary Demands of the Crown? This is a Caſe thatis 


certainly to be apprehended by all thoſe, who have any Re- 


gard for our preſent happy Conſtitution ; and as the Num- 


ber of Officers in the Service of the Crown is daily increaſing 
in this Houſe, I think it high Time to put a Stop to it; 
for the Diſeaſe may, very ſoon, become incurable. 

That ſome dangerous Practices have formerly been at- 


tempted, by the Miniſters of the Crown, upon the Memben 


of this Houſe, cannot be denied; ſince an honourable Gen- 
tieman of great Worth, a Gentleman of great Diſtinction in 
the Army, General Wade, has but lately told us, that even 
he himſelf was threatened, for daring to give his Vote 
againſt one of the moſt deſtrutive miniſterial Schemes that 
was ever brought into Parliament; and tho” he * 
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and Courage enough to deſpiſe lock Thoeats, yet ic r 


bable, that many were brought over by ſuch or the like —— 

nts; becauſe that Scheme, deſtructive as it was, 

the Sanction of a Britiſh Act of Parliament; an AR,

fors. This, I ſay, urges the Neceſſity for frequent new 
Parliaments ; becauſe the Crown has it now more in their 
Power than formerly, to ſeduce the People, or the Repre- 


ſentatives of the People, in caſe any future Adminiltration 


ſhould find it neceſſary for their own Safety to do ſo. 
That the Increaſe or Decreaſe of Corruption at Elec- 
tions, or in Parliament, muit always depend upon the In- 
creaſe or Decreaſe of Virtue among the People, I ſhall 
readily grant ; but it is as certain, that the Virtue of almoſt 


every particular Man depends upon the Temptations that 


are thrown in his Way ; and according to the Quantity of 
Virtue he has, the Quantity of the Temptation muſt be 
raiſed, ſo as at laſt to make it an Over-ballance for his 


| Virtue. Suppoſe then, Sir, that the Generality of the Ele- 
| Qors in England have Virtue enough to withſtand A » 


tation of five Guineas each, but not Vittue enough to wi 
ftand a Temptation of ten Guineas, one with another : Is 


it not then much more probable, that the Gentlemen who 
deal in Corruption, may be able to raiſe as much Money, 
once every ſeven Years, as will be ſutficient to give ten 


Guineas each, one with another, to the Generality of the 


Hlectors, than that they will be able to raiſe ſuch a Sum 


once in every three Years? And is it not from thence cer- 
tam, that the Virtue of the People in general is in greater 
Danger of being deſtroyed by Septennial than by Triennial 
Parliaments? To ſuppoſe, Sir, that every Man's. Vote at 


an Election is like a Commodity which mutt be fold at the 


Market Price, is really to ſuppoſe that no Man has any 
Virtue at all : for I will aver, that when once a Man re- 
ſolves to ſell his Vote at any rate, he has then no Virtue 
left, which, I hope, is not the Caſe of many of our Ele&-

© The learned Gentleman ſpoke of the Prerogative of 
the Crown, and aſked us, If it lately been extended be- 


 Yond thoſe Bounds preſcribed to it by Law. Sir, I will 


not ſay that there has been lately any Attempts to extend 
it beyond the Bounds preſcribed by Law ; but I will fay, 
that thoſe Bounds have been of late fo valtly enlarged, that 
there ſeems to be no great Occafion for any ſuch Attempt. 
What are the many Penal Laws made within theſe forty 
Years, but ſo many Extenſions of the Prerogative of the 
Crown, and as many Diminutions of the Liberty of the Sub- 
jet? And whatever the Neceſſity was that brought us into 
the enacting of ſuch I aws, it was a fatal Neceſſity; it has 
greatly added to the Power of the Crown, and particular 
Care ought to be taken not to throw any more Weight 
into that Scale. Perhaps the enacting of ſeveral of thoſe 
penal Laws might have been avoided; I am perſuaded the 
enacting of the Law relating to Trials for Treaſon, not only 
might, but ought to have been avoided; for tho' it was 
but a temporary Law, it was'a dangerous Precedent ; and 
the Rebellion was far from being ſo general in any County 
as not ta. leave a ſufficient Number of faithful Subjects far 
trying thoſe who had Ads of Treaſon within the 


County. 


+ In former Times the Crown had a large Eſtate of is 


own; an Eſtate ſufficient for ſupporting the Dignity of the 
Crown; and as we had no Standing Armies, nor any great 


Fleets to provide for, the Crown did not want frequent Sup- | 
Plies; ſo that they were not under any Neceflity of calling 


trequent Parliaments ; and as Parliaments were always trou- 


bleſome, often dangerous to Miniſters, therefore they avoided 


the calling of any ſuch as much as poſſible: But tho? the 


| Crown did not then want frequent Supplies, the People fre- 
quently wanted a Redreſs of Grievances, which could not 


be obtained but by Parliameat ; therefore the only Complaint 
then was, that the Crown either did not call any Parlia- 


ment at all, or did not allow them to fit long enough: This 
| was 
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was the only Complaint, and to remedy this, it was thought Anno 7 Geo, II. 


{ficient to provide for having frequent Parliaments, every 
one of which, twas preſumed, was always to be a new Par- 
liament ; for 'tis well known, that the Method of Proroga- 


tion was of old very rarely made uſe of, and was firſt intro- 
duced by thoſe who were attempting to make Incroachments 


upon the Rights of the People. | 

But now, Sir, the Caſe is altered; the Crown, either 
by ill Management, or by Prodigality and Profuſeneis to 
its Favourites, has ſpent or granted away all that Eftate ; 


and the publick Expence is ſo much enlarged, that the 


Crown mult have annual Supplies, and is therefore under a 
Neceſſity of having the Parliament meet every Year; but 
as new Elections are always dangerous as well as trouble- 
ſome to Miniſters of State, they re for having them as ſel- 
dom as poſlible ; fo that the Complaint is not now for want 
of frequent Meetings or Seſſions of Parliament, but againſt 
having the ſame Parliament continued too long. This is 
the Grievance now complained of ; this is what the Peo 
deſire; this is what they have a Right to have redre 
The Members of Parliament may for one Year be look'd on 
as the real and true Repreientatives of the People: but when

N; outward Appearance, they were all 
very civil; ſet me a Chair equal to the 
| Table where they fat, and next to Se- 
' cretary Stanbgpe, who had the Books and 
Papers of the Secretary's Office before 
him. Mr. Valpole the Chairman faid 
little more than mere Compliment. Mr. Lechmere, with 
great Induſtry, hid from me, and often himſelf looked 
into Papers in Folio, unbound, and covered with a blue 
Sheet. I did not then know what they were, but during 
the Examination, I perceived it was the Report then 
printed, and in ſome few Days after publiſhed. He began 
with an affected Eloquence, that as I had ſerved in a very 
high Employment, and with very great Applauſe, the 
Committee relied upon my Candour and Probity : That 
as what they aſked me was for che King's Service, ſo 
what I anſwered would be for my own Honour. After 
this ſome of them began with ſeveral vague Queſtione: 
What I knew of the Negotiation ? How long I had been 
acquainted with the Abbe Gaz/tier F It the Propofitions 
came firſt from France, or if we ſent them?

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I faid, That as I had always acted abroad by the Au: 
thority of the Crown of England, and had, in Obedience 
ro the King's Commands, given up all the Memorials and 
Papers which related to that Part of the Peace in which I 
had a Share, I was defrous to anſwer the Honourable 
Committee (before whom I underitood ſuch Papers were) 
in every Thing that might help to explain them: That 
my Books were already before them ; and, as I had al. 
ready writtea to Mr. Secretary Stanhope, thoſe Books 
mutt even {peak for themſelves.

Here Mr. S/ anbope roſe up, and told the Committee,

I took a Sheet 

ef Paper, which lay before me, and wrote this down, as 

1 did what they had already ſaid tome. Here, after they 

had whiſpered, and ſome even ſeparated themſeives from 

the Table to confer in a Corner of the Room, the Chair- 

man told me I might withdraw; which I did, leaving the 
Notes I had taken upon the Table. 

When I was called in again, I found their Civility 
much abated, and the Battery quite changed. The molt 
confuſed Queſtions were put to me, upon ſeveral Heads 
backward and forward, by Lechmere and Bo/cawen, and 
Coningsby, (the two firſt of whom I think underſtood not 
one Word of what they were faying).

cretaries of State, we keep, copying our Anſwers to them,

Committee, It is very ftrange that not 
above two or three Letters ſhould appear from my Lord 
Treaſurer, Did he not write more to you?

Thoſe Commands performed, 
the Letters were of no Uſe, and I no more kept them 
than I did Letters received from other Noblemen, the 
Duke of Buckingham, the Lord Halifax, Lord Harcourt, 
then Lord Chancei,or, &c.

I was ſent out again, and recalled ; was aſked how many 
Letters I might in all have received from my Lord Trea- 
ſurer, and what was the Subſtance of any of them. Prior, 
As to the Number, I cannot particularly tell : I received 
a Letter from him ſometimes of five, ſometimes of ten 
or twelve Lines, ordering me to pay Sums of Money to 
Perſons who had the Queen's Penſion, and were then in 
France, or recommending ſome of his particular Friends 
to my Acquaintance, or, which I thought much better, 
telling me he had ordered the Payment of my Bills ; but 
J might very ſafely affirm, that I had no Letter —

have one Letter that as Lord Treaſurer he writ to me,

known here in Ep/and : But as no Progreſs was made 
in that Aﬀair during my Stay in France, and that it did 
not belong to the Negotiation of the Peace, I had not in- 
deed given up that Letter, but, as I thought, I could find 
it, or the Copy of it, if it ſhould have been thought of 

any Uſe. In the mean Time, I thought proper, in caſe 
any Thing had been done in that Matter, to keep that 
Letter for my own Juſtification ; as indeed it would have 
been my Order. Bo/cawen, Sir, you ſay you do not know 
how many Letters you had; might you have ten? Prior, 
believe I might. Boſcawwer, Might you have fourteen ? 
Prior, J believe I might. Bo/ſcawuen, Might you have 
ſuteen? Prior, Indeed, Mr. Boſcaxwen, I have told you 
that I cannot anſwer you to any indefinite Number. It 
was ſtill urged with great Vehemence, that I kept a con- 
fant Correſpondence with my Lord Treaſurer. Prior, I 
am very far from denying it; but he did not keep a con- 
fant Correſpondence with me. It was my Duty to write 
to him, and he was to make what Uſe he pleaſed of my 
Letters. I complained ſometimes of the Objections [ 
met with at the Court of France in the Execution of my 
Orders ; and was very glad when, by the Letters from 
the Secretary of State, I found my Difficulty made eaſier ; 
But, Gentlemen, fince we are upon this SubjeR, through- 
out the whole Courſe of my Letters to my Lord Treaſurer, 
and even in thoſe I wrote to the Duke of Shrew fury, 
after his Grace's Return both in Exg/and and Jreland, I 
ſtill complained that my Lord Treaſurer did not write to 
me. And here indeed, being very much teized and vexed, 
Lord Coningsby raving and threatening that theſe Letters 
muſt be produced; I faid, If there be ſuch Letters in the 
World, that contain the Secrets of the Negotiation written 
by my Lord Treaſurer, it might be very well preſumed 
his Lordſhip kept Copies of them, and he mult produce 
them: For, faid I, by the eternal God I know of na 
tuch Letters ; and you know, my Lord, that your Country- 
man is no very exact Correſpondent. This I ſaid, having 
known that Lord Coningsby had troubled great Men, if 
not my Lord Treaſurer particularly, with Letters, who 
had never taken Care to anſwer him.

S ſoon as the Speech made by your Majeſty to the 
K Parliament of Great Britain now aſſembled, came to 
the Knowledge of his Imperial and Catholic Majeſty, 
my molt gracious Maſter ; he was ſtruck with the utmoſt 
Aſtoniſhment, that your Majeſty could ſuffer yourſelf to be 
prevailed upon to declare from the Royal Throne, to that 
molt renowned Nation, in a manner hitherto unheard of, 
25 certain and undoubted Facts, ſeveral Things, ſome of 
which are ſtrained in that Speech to a wrong Senſe, ſome 
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are entirely diſtant from the Intentions of his Ines 
and Catholic Majeſty ; and laſtly, (which affect muck 
more ſenſibly than all the reſt) ſome Things abſolutely vo 
of all Foundation. 

For as to what regards the Peace concluded at Vins 
with the molt Serene King of Spain, who can forbear he.

After complaining of the Peace made at Vienna, Com- 
plaint is likewiſe made of the Treaty of Commerce en- 
tered into with Spain, which is calculated to promote the nu · 
tual and lawful Advantages of the Subjects of both Parties, 
which is agreeable to the Law of Nations, and to the Cuſtoms 
of all People in Amity with each other; which can in no 
Reſpect be of any Prejudice to the Britiſb Nation, whether 
we regard the Situation of the Countries, or the particular 
Nature of the Trade, and which is not in the leaſt repug- 
nant to the Treaties made with Great Britain.

ment of it, various Expedients for a Compoſition have been 
propoſed, not only at the Hague, but even lately at Paris, 
jeſt this harmleſs Method of providing for the Seeurity of 
the Barrier, ſhould prove an Obſtacle to the common 
Friendſhip of Neighbouring Powers. 

Which Things being thus, the Injury offered to Truth, 
the Honour and Dignity of his Sacred Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majeſty require, that they ſhould be expoſed to 
your Nlajeſty, to the Kingdom of Great Britain, and to 
the World.
